It was 
only about 1/2 inch plus thick, compared to the more or less thicker size of 
the 50's. 


They printed quite a few of these, about as many as there were hams back 
then. As I recall, it was listed as to the size of the printing run. 
Probably had to do with wartime paper rationing rules. There may be a lot 
more floating around out there among old Army radiomen. If I see another, 
should I grab it for you?

Steve and Group, 
I built and used a homebrew W80HM Loop in the mid-to-late 80's. I tried the 


loop in the attic, in my second floor shack and on a patio. It worked 
better than just "okay". It was and remains a personal favorite. 


I kept the loop's stripwood frame in a corner of the shack until we moved 
from a condo to a house. It didn't make the trip! However, I worked Hal a 
few years ago and heard him in QSO recently. The loop stands on a dresser 
in his bedroom, I believe. 


The loop frame is two pieces of stripwood 36" long in a cross configuration 
with an extension on the base leg for mounting purposes. Brads are placed 
every 1" on each of the legs to allow 15 full turns of decreasing size to 
be flat wound on the frame. There is matching circuit (two variable caps). 
The loop is fed with 72 ohm coax and includes a coaxial balun at the base. 
I mounted my version on a collapsible music stand which worked out well in 
practice. 


A story goes with this one. I used to work a several guys regularly ona 
4OCW roundtable. They too were amazed at how strong the loop was whenever 
they worked Hal. It became an on-going topic for discussion. Each had sent 
him a letter(s) over several years asking for specifics and never got a 
reply. I finally sent one too but included an SASE. I promptly got an 
original handrawn page in return. 


For folks willing to experiment and have some fun with our hobby there is a 
little lesson to be learned here. W8O0HM came up with a pretty decent 

antenna that is inexpensive and repeatable. It doesn't hear everything on 

the air or log all the DX on the planet. But, it works and pretty well at that. 


The loop meets a specific requirement for an indoor limited space 40M 
antenna. And, well enough to where Hal was willing to share the design with 
others. Good for him! 


If anyone is seriously interested in building an W80HM loop (and is 
prepared to post the design on QRP-L) send me an e-mail. I'll mail you a 
copy of the drawing.

Much of the rest of the Theory sections looked the same as well. It was 
only about 1/2 inch plus thick, compared to the more or less thicker size of 
the 50's. 


They printed quite a few of these, about as many as there were hams back 
then. As I recall, it was listed as to the size of the printing run. 
Probably had to do with wartime paper rationing rules. There may be a lot 
more floating around out there among old Army radiomen. If I see another, 
should I grab it for you?

I built and used a homebrew W80HM Loop in the mid-to-late 80's. I tried the

loop in the attic, in my second floor shack and on a patio. It worked 
better than just "okay". It was and remains a personal favorite. 


I kept the loop's stripwood frame in a corner of the shack until we moved 
from a condo to a house. It didn't make the trip! However, I worked Hal a 
few years ago and heard him in QSO recently. The loop stands on a dresser 
in his bedroom, I believe. 


The loop frame is two pieces of stripwood 36" long in a cross configuration 
with an extension on the base leg for mounting purposes. Brads are placed 
every 1" on each of the legs to allow 15 full turns of decreasing size to 
be flat wound on the frame. There is matching circuit (two variable caps). 
The loop is fed with 72 ohm coax and includes a coaxial balun at the base. 
I mounted my version on a collapsible music stand which worked out well in 
practice. 


A story goes with this one. I used to work a several guys regularly ona 
40CW roundtable. They too were amazed at how strong the loop was whenever 
they worked Hal. It became an on-going topic for discussion. Each had sent 
him a letter(s) over several years asking for specifics and never got a 
reply. I finally sent one too but included an SASE. I promptly got an 
original handrawn page in return. 


For folks willing to experiment and have some fun with our hobby there is a 
little lesson to be learned here. W80HM came up with a pretty decent 

antenna that is inexpensive and repeatable. It doesn't hear everything on 

the air or log all the DX on the planet. But, it works and pretty well at that. 


The loop meets a specific requirement for an indoor limited space 40M 
antenna. And, well enough to where Hal was willing to share the design with 
others. Good for him! 


If anyone is seriously interested in building an W80HM loop (and is 
prepared to post the design on QRP-L) send me an e-mail. I'll mail you a 
copy of the drawing.

Zack - Your post gave me something to think about during my noon walk when 
you referred to unsolved balun problems: 


"IT have yet to see some one develop a simple model for predicting losses as 
the impedance varies from the characteristic design impedance" 


For choke baluns, also known as transmission line baluns, current baluns, or 
Guanella baluns, this should be straight forward, unless I am missing 
something obvious. The losses in the baluns can be broken down into two 
contributions, one from the transmission line currents, and one from the 
unbalance current. The losses caused by the transmission line currents 
should be behave similar to the losses in any transmission line caused Ohmic 
losses and by a mismatch (or high SWR). These can be calculated with 
handbook formulas if the matched loss of the transmission line used to make 
the balun and the impedance mismatch is known. FOr baluns made from coax or 
paralleled wires this should be known. The losses due to the unbalanced 
current can be calculated from standard inductor loss equations. The 
Fair-Rite and Amidon catalogs have sections that describe how to calculate 
these losses and the parameters for popular core material. Losses asaociated 
with air core baluns would be very low, primarilly the (1I42)R ohmic losses. 
Losses associated with low permeability ferrite or iron powder toroid cores 


commonly used in baluns are fairly low when used in the proper frequency 
range. Losses associated with high permeability ferrite rods and beads is 
quite a bit higher, although still acceptable for QRP applications. All this 
assumes that the transmission line on the source side of the balun is 
matched to the source impedance of the generator. 


I think this simple theory is OK for most applications. When I get a chance 
I will try to put it all down on papaer to see if it hangs together. 


I am not sure how to compute the losses associated with the autotransformer 
type of balun, also known as a voltage or Ruthroff type balun. For most 
amateur applications these are not as effective as the current type baluns 
though, so there is some encouragement to ignore the question. I would think 
that this problem has been addressed in regards to transformers though. I 
will look the next time I am at the library. 


A note that you posted a week or so ago makes think that you were prompted 
to ask this question by your work on off center fed antennas. I am at a loss 
as to how to treat these beasts, since the load is neither balanced or 
unbalanced in the traditional sense of the words. This makes feeding it 
difficult and it is very difficult to imagine getting rid of all of the 
unbalanced current in the line without resorting to divine intervention. 
This is borne out by at least one published report that several baluns were 
required to reduce the unbalanced transmission line current to an acceptable 
value. Upon thinking about this I postulated several ways that one might get 
rid of this unbalanced current, but they are only single band solutions. One 
rapidly comes to the conclusion that one should not feed a dipole off 
center.

My parts source was the Allied Radio 
catalog. I purchased my first ARRL Handbook new in 1951 (I was a senior 

in H.S.) for the princely sum of $2.50. I still have it, and it shows 

the wear and tear of its 49 year lifetime (the Heathkit order blank is 
missing - I used it to order a Heath AR-1 receiver kit). While I didn't 

get my ham ticket until 1970, reading the Handbook, Mechanics Illustrated, 
etc., prompted me to go on to college and get an EE degree. I retired after 
working 36 years for McDonnell Douglas in St. Louis. During those years, 
there was never a time when a Handbook wasn't on my desk. It helped me win 
a lot of arguments with the other engineers. While there were a lot of other 
publications available, the ARRL Handbook was one of the best! 


I'm not trying to discourage anyone from posting questions on the list - we 
should all try to be "Elmers" for the newcomers to the hobby. Times have 
changed, magazines are written for the masses, with large doses of hype and 
little substance. We should all be glad that that some of the newcoming hams 
are curious enough to ask questions - let's not discourage them.

A formula for calculating the loss of inductors would be much 


appreciated--I've always ended up using measured values. Copper loss 
seems to be a tough one to get a handle on--proximity effects often make 
the loss higher than one calculates, but I've only seen useful papers 
dealing with air core inductors. 

Frank Witt has done some interesting work, but I'm not sure 
his procedures can be refined to accurately characterize low loss 
baluns with under 0.1 dB insertion loss.

I can see by one or two posts that people are wondering and so here is 
a report. 


I suggested that Jim and I have a friendly building contest and Doug Hendricks, 
KI6DS, got us the parts for the IA 10 QRP rig to build and comment on. But 
somehow I missed the start date on the contest because I did not get the email 
from Doug. As a result I was already two weeks behind to start with. 


Then to top it off I posted to QRP-L a small snippet on matching crystals and 
Jim, K8IQY, sent me email that for matching crystals using a Pierce Osc which

I don't know if this is QRP-related, but I think it ought to be: 


I've been looking into coherent CW (hereinafter referred to as CCW) 
and I have some questions, and some comments. Skip to the bottom 
of my post if you just want the questions. Or, if you're thinking 
"Huh?...co-WHAT CW?" you might want to have a look here: 


http: //www.qsl.net/dj7hs/download.htm 


It seems that CCW is not nearly as popular as I'd like, and that 

its popularity is limited to maybe a few niches (LF & moonbounce 

are the only two I've identified). I am at a loss to understand 
this low popularity, since it seems that CCW has so much to offer. 

I am surprised, specifically, that CCW hasn't caught on with QRP'ers, 
like PSK-31 has, for example. 


I gather that part of the answer is that CCW, as first implemented, 
required some specialized hardware. I can easily understand why 
CCW might not have gained much popularity as long as the special 
hardware was needed. 


Things have changed, though. CCW is now possible, I gather, with 
just about any reasonably stable transceiver and a modestly endowed 
computer. 


Compared to other modes that have enjoyed more success (such as 
PSK-31), CCW can be implemented with simpler equipment. The 
computer doesn't need as much horsepower to pull off CCW, and the 
radio part of things can include CW-only equipment. (Homebrew 
QRP rigs, especially those with crystal control, ought to be 

good candidates?) 


I'm toying with the idea of trying some CCW because the only 
antenna I can put up right now (a stealthy, under-the-eaves loop 
around the house) has turned out to be remarkably inefficient. 
With hours of calling CQ and answering CQ's, I've only managed 
two contacts, and both of those were cut short due to the other 
station's difficulty copying my signal (though I had them Q5 
both times). Not infrequently, I listen to someone call CQ over 
and over again, and then, when I call them, they stop calling CQ. 
They don't answer me--but they don't go ahead and call CQ again, 
either. As frequently as this happens, I'm pretty sure it's a 
sign that they can hear me, but don't copy me comfortably enough 
for a QSO. 


It seems to me that since people hear me, but have trouble copying 
me, I ought to be able to operate using CCW with great success. 
Well, OK...moderate success, at best, given that there are so few 
people out there doing it. :)
